Bird sanctuary on Lake Engure 


A bird sanctuary on Lake Engure In Latvia Is 
particularly popular with ivaicrlowl, which came 
Ikero overy spring. They nre closely watched by 
researchers at Ihe Biology Institute ol Ihe Latvian 
Academy of Sciences, who count and ring all ar- 
rivals. Ringing Is far Irom a simple procedure. 
Ducklings, for instance, have to lie rluged as soon 
at they aro batched, otherwise two hours alter 
their appoarauce lu the world (hoy tend to leave 
their nest and II Is Uieu practically Impossible lo 
find them In the reeds. 

Another Important aspect of ringing Is Ihe 
study ol bird migration patterns. The Riga ornitho- 


logy lab receives rings from Tunisia, Denmark, 
Holland, Britain and Turkey, countries which the 
Engure ducks fly across. The lake Js also home io 
27,000 sea gull couples, to 80 swan couples and 
(o a thousand of coot couples. 

The ornithologists' work at tlio sanctuary has 
won International recognition and they are now 
piepar!ng tor the International ornithological con- 
gress due this August In Moscow, where they are 
to make nine reports. 

The USSR has altogether 127 nuture reserves 
covering an area of some 100,000 sq kilometres. 


ESTONIA’S PHOSPHORITE RESERVES 


Phosphorite reserves com- 
parable lo the laigesl phosphate 
deposits in ihe Soviet Union 
have been discovered in Esto- 
nia, a Soviet Baltic republic. 

According lo the latest dis- 
coveries of geological prospect- 
ing. the Tools and Azeil deposits 
known earlier form merely the 
northern marginal areas or a 
new phosphate deposit. En the 
middle and southern parts of 
the deposit, which has now 


been smveyed and which 
spreads over tens of thousands 
of hectares, the density of the 
mineral is so high that one 
hectare o[, the deposit, contain- 
ing 10,000 tonne of phosphorus 
pcnloxide, can enhance the 
fertility of over 100,000 hectares 
of farmland. 

Laboratory and semi-produc- 
tion tests have demonstrated 
that concentrates containing 
one-tblrd of a phosphorus com- 
ponent can be obtained from 


the ore. Research workers 
at the Tallinn Polytechnlca! In- 
stitute have devised methods 
of obtaining concentrated phos- 
phorus and compound fertil- 
izers from lire ore such 
as double superphosphate, am- 
inophos and iiitrogeiiplios- 
phorus- potassium fertilizer. Ac- 
cording to tbe Estonian research 
institute of crop farming and 
land Impiovcment, the effect of 
Ihe phosphorus contained In 
these fertilizers. Is not Inferior 
to that contained In fertilizers 
obtained from apatite concen- 
trates. 


GEORGIA’S OIL 
INDUSTRY 

Early in 1*375 when ibc hist 
Georgian ud well gushed iorth 
on the Saingori steppe, expens 
observed that thu oil was with- 
out sand, pa ml fin or sulphur, 
After this Uio steppo became 
covered with ilgs denoting the 
birth or a new heavy Industry 
in this Transcaucasian republic, 

Many things have changed In 
the Georgian oil-producing iu- 
dustry since then. Casing-head 
gas torches went out when a 
35 km pipeline was built con- 
necting the Samgorl steppe to 
the Tbilisi power station. Thus 
an effective system of casing- 
head gas utilization was estab- 
lished, providing temr of millions 
of cubic metre* of me) io the 
thermal station. 

That Georgia should produce 
Its own oil seemed incredible not 
veiy long ago: today this dream 
has become a reality and Ihe 
Georgian oil Industry has become 
a major source of income In the 
republic. 

This year an oil rig went up ol 
Ninolsminda, near Tbilisi, de- 
noting a new addition lo Geor- 
gia's oil fields. 

RAIN ON ORDER 

The coming Into service of an 
automated Intcrslgnm iirigation 
complex, facilitating the cultiva- 
tion of over 1,500 hoc tares of 
wasteland, is transforming the 
semi-desert issyk-Kul hollow In 
Kirghizia into a zone of gtmvi- 
leed farming. 

Forced Irrigation la becoming 
a major feature of the Issyk-Kul 
region, whero the filtering of 
sandy soils using conventional 
methods Is largely Ineffective 
because of difficult terrain. Under 
a comprehensive plan new auto- 
matic irrigation complexes to 
cover an area of over 30,000 
hectares are to bo established In 
the Issyk-Kul region.

RADIO MONITOR 
GUARDS AGAINST 
MARINE POLLUTION 

An oil slick con easily be 
located in the sea even at night 
by using a set of equipment re- 
cently Invented at the institute 
for Radio Physics and Electronics 
In the Ukraine. 

It is a known fact that the sea 
appears smoother In the area of 
oil slicks. The absence ol rlp- 
ples Is Immediately been pointed 
by the radar— the peaks Charac- 
teristic of waves disappearing 
from its screen. 

This makes It easy lo deter- 
mine the boundaries of the oil 
slick, wlille the radio meter is 
capable of measuring tbe thick- 
ness of the oil film on the basis 
of the Intensity of radio heat 
radiation, even If the film la less 
than a thousandth fraction of a 
millimetre. 

Such pollution preventive 
monitoring can be carried out 
from aboard a plane or ship, or 
even from the land. The equip- 
ment will be especially useful In 
areas, of heayy sea traffic and In 
those near resorts.

Mountains occupy 0J pet cunt 
ol the territory ol the republic, 
where heavy precipitations In 
autumn and winter and high 
seismicity have resulted In Ihe 
Instability of many mountain 
slopes and lulls. That ts why 
anti -landslide and anti-mud t r *r- 
rent activities in the republic 
have been placed on a scientific 
basis. 

In the last ten years, geolog- 
ists, seismologists and meteoro- 
logists have carried out com- 
prehensive Investigations and 
have compiled a list of sections 
subject to landslides and mud 
torrents as well as determining 
the laws governing the latter 
phenomena. This solid scientific 
foundation h&B made U possible 
to issue over 1 Q0 recommenda- 
tions to ensure tbe safety of the 
population and also for the con- 
struction of mudslream protec- 
tion (aclllUes, financed by Ihe 
state.
